WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
hig h o fficial o f the Nix o n ad­ 
ministratio n to day challeng ed 
predictio ns g aso line prices will 
rise to astro no mical lev els this 
unfounded, says 
federal official 


y ear. 
“ This co ncern is unfo unded,” 
Deputy Treasury Secretary Wil­ 
liam E. Simo n, chairman o f the 
administratio n’s 
Oil 
Po licy 
Co mmittee, to ld a Ho use panel 
o n special small business pro b­ 
lems. 
Simo n said there will be addi­ 
tio nal price increases in the fu­ 
ture because o f increases in the 
price o f fo reig n crude o il. 


“ But crude o il acco unts fo r 
o nly 20 per cent o f the co sts o f 
pro ducing 
g aso line,” 
Simo n 
said. "Fo r instance, if the 
crude o il price were do ubled, 
this wo uld increase the price o f 
g aso line by eig ht cents a g al­ 
lo n.” 
Simo n g av e the panel a run­ 
do wn o n the administratio n’s 
pro g ram to increase o il and 
g aso line supplies and to set up 
a v o luntary allo catio n pro g ram 
fo r this summer. 
Simo n disclo sed that the v o l­ 
untary plan will g iv e prio rity to 
farmers; fo o d pro cessing and 


distributio n serv ices; 
health 
and medical serv ices; po lice 
and firefig hting serv ices; mass 
transit; v ital transpo rtatio n 
and lo cal serv ices; o ther state 
g o v ernment activ ities; the fuel 
needs o f areas o f the co untry 
hard hit by sho rtag es; areas af­ 
fected by natural disasters; 
public utilities, and co mmu­ 
nicatio ns. 
He said that the pro g ram 
wo uld be mandato ry if the v o l- 
untry plan failed. 
But o ther o fficials said a 
co mbinatio n o f the two ap­ 
pro aches pro bably will be fo l­ 


lo wed this summer. The v o lun­ 
tary plan wo uld ask majo r o il 
co mpanies to keep their unaffi­ 
liated custo mers supplied with 
o il and g aso line. 
Acco rding to Treasury o ffi­ 
cials, spo t sho rtag es already 
are 
dev elo ping 
in 
sev eral 
states, particularly in the Mid­ 
west. Co mplaints to the Interio r 
Department’s o il and g as o ffice 
are increasing , they said. 
An allo catio n sy stem wo uld 
affect primarily the o il co m­ 
panies. It is no t g aso line ratio ­ 
ning because co nsumers wo uld 
no t be limited to the amo unt o f 


fuel they can purchase at the 
pump. 


But so me o il co mpanies, an­ 
ticipating a tig ht supply , al­ 
ready are ado pting their o wn 
ratio ning pro g rams fo r g aso line 
statio ns. 


Acco rding to so urces, the 
mandato ry allo catio n pro g ram 
wo uld pro bably be put into ef­ 
fect early in J uly . That is the 
time o f peak demand fo r g aso ­ 
line, when v acatio ners will be 
trav eling to a g reater ex tent. 
This demand is ex pected to 
dro p o ff in the fall.

REFLECTIONS— The cases 
ag ainst 13 defendants, nine 
co mpanies and fo ur o fficials o f 
co nstructio n firms which re­ 
sulted in no co ntest pleas in a 
hig hway bid rig g ing case is an­ 
o ther credit to o ur judicial sy s­ 
tem which includes pro bing by 
federal g rand juries. 
The 13 appeared in Danv ille 
befo re J udg e Henry Wise, who 
passed sentence o n the 13 de­ 
fendants, who were fined and 
put o n pro batio n. 
The fact that $217 ,500 in 
fines were lev ied and that 
fo ur firms’ o fficials were 
placed o n o ne-y ear pro ba­ 
tio ns indicates the serio us­ 
ness the co urt co nsidered the 
charg es which aro se fro m 
bidding fo r wo rk o n Int. 74. 
The federal g rand jury inv es­ 
tig ated charg es ag ainst the 
co nstructio n firms fo r 18 
mo nths befo re the cases were 
bro ug ht ag ainst the defendants 
alleg ing they were g uilty o f rig ­ 
g ing and co llusiv e bidding fo r 
wo rk o n the interstate hig hway . 
The co urt actio n takes o n 
so me sig nificance since there 
has alway s been a clo ud hang ­ 
ing o v er bidding pro cedures fo r 
g etting wo rk o n hig hway pro j­ 
ects. 
We are in po ssessio n o f in­ 
fo rmatio n which wo uld no t be 
co nsidered as do cumented 
ev idence by any co urt, but 
bits and pieces o f hearsay 
hav e co me o ur way o v er the 
y ears. 
On o ne o ccasio n, an acquain­ 
tance asserted he co uld g o to 
Spring field the nig ht befo re 
bids were to be o pened fo r ro ad 
pro jects and co uld call back 
and repo rt during the nig ht who 
the lo w bidders wo uld be when 
the bids were o pened the fo l­ 
lo wing day . 
When we o ffered to send him 
to Spring field to try o ut his 
claim, he demurred. 


Our o pinio n is he was telling 
us the truth but to pro v e it 
wo uld pro v e either dang ero us 
o r so meho w unpro fitable to 
him. 
A co nv ersatio n with ano th­ 
er perso n who happens to be a 
co ntracto r, no t lo cated in this 
co unty , directed us to watch 
clo sely bids fo r state wo rk to 
be do ne in this co unty and 
predicted the lo w bidder 
wo uld be alway s the same 
firm. 
This seemed a strang e pro ph­ 
ecy but, with mino r ex ceptio ns, 
it has held true. 
The co ntracto r wo uld no t talk 
abo ut the bidding pro cedure 
and why he was so sure he co uld 
predict which firm wo uld g et 
specific jo bs. 
The third ro ad pro ject bit o f 
hearsay ev idence we will bring 
up is that a few y ears ag o , when 
Dl. 26 was impro v ed fro m 
Dix o n to Po lo , we kno w a 
sample o f g rav el was surrepti­ 
tio usly taken fro m a pile which 
was scheduled to and was used 
in making co ncrete fo r the 
hig hway which was sent to a 
priv ate testing firm and which 
failed to meet state specifica­ 
tio ns fo r the ro ad being co n­ 
structed. 
We were info rmed the 
g rav el came fro m a pit which 
the state did no t appro v e, but 
that the material passed state 
inspectio n and was used in 
making co ncrete fo r the ro ad. 
Whatev er is amiss in ro ad 
bidding pro cedures seems to be 
a machine which o perates re­ 
g ardless which party is in po w­ 
er in Spring field and ho w 
“ clean” the head o f the Depart­ 
ment o f Transpo rtatio n is 
tho ug ht to be. 
The DOT head is appo inted 
by the g o v erno r and ev ery new 
chief ex ecutiv e appo ints his 
man but the sy stem g rinds o n.

After hearing testimo ny fro m fiv e witness­ 
es, a Lee Co unty Co ro ner’s J ury requested the 
state’s atto rney ’s o ffice to “ further inv esti­ 
g ate the death o f Manuel Terro nez. ” The cause 
o f death was established as “ brain damag e 
due to a g unsho t wo und to the left temple.” 
The Sterling po lice o fficer was fo und sho t 
to death at the Nachusa Ho use May 14. 
Mrs. Felipa Garcia, 4 1, 604 Co lo ma Co urt, 
Ro ck Falls, o ne o f tho se subpo enaed, admit­ 
ted to being with Terro nez o n the nig ht o f May 
13 under questio ning fro m Richard Schilling , 
deputy co ro ner. 
Ho wev er her atto rney , Tho mas Kav adas 
halted her fro m say ing any thing further o n 
the g ro unds o f self-incriminatio n. The Ster­ 
ling atto rney to ld the juro rs his client is “ un­ 
der inv estig atio n in this sho o ting —I’v e in­ 
structed her no t to answer any questio ns.” 


With the help o f Mrs. Garcia’s daug hter, 
acting as translato r, the questio ning co ntin­ 
ued in Spanish. State’s Atty . Patrick Ward o b­ 
jected to the discussio n and charg ed Kav adas 
with “ putting wo rds in her mo uth.” 


Fo llo wing the hearing , Schilling wo uld nei­ 
ther co nfirm no r deny repo rts that ev idence 
was purpo sely suppressed fro m the inquest. 
Ward stated; “ We hav e a lo t that wasn’t 
said in there.” 
The two atto rney s arg ued the po int, with 
Kav adas injecting “ this charade has g o ne o n 
lo ng eno ug h—my client canno t co mprehend 
the Eng lish lang uag e.” 
Schilling reminded Kav adas that “ this is 
no charade—we’re lo o king into the death o f a 
man.” 


Mrs. Garcia has underg o ne medical tests 
alo ng with ano ther Ro ck Falls wo man as po ­ 
lice co ntinue their inv estig atio n into the my s­ 
terio us death. 


after seeing the v ictim’s feet and thinking he 
was asleep. Tuesday mo rning , she became 
suspicio us after seeing the bo dy had no t 
mo v ed. She said the bo dy was no t co v ered, 
ho wev er, Sheriff Ray mo nd Nehring , who was 
first to enter the ro o m, said a sheet and blan­ 
ket co v ered the bo dy fro m the waist do wn.

Nehring and Chief Deputy Gene Lutz lifted 
the sheet ex po sing the v ictim’s hands in an at­ 
tempt to find a g un, altho ug h no weapo n was 
fo und. 


Dix o n Po lice Sg t. William Osterg rant tes­ 
tified he o rdered the ro o m cleared and ro ped 
o ff until Crime Lab o fficials arriv ed. He said 
the v ictim was ly ing o n his back and there ap­ 
peared to be no sig n o f a strug g le. 
Meanwhile, po lice say no thing new has 
been turned up in their inv estig atio n. A weap­

McCord denies try to escape ¡ail 
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Reminder 
on tax 
payments 


Lee Co unty Treasurer Do nald 
Stauffer reminded tax pay ers

WASHINGTON (AP) - Wa­ 
terg ate co nspirato r J ames W. 
McCo rd J r. to day denied to 
Senate inv estig ato rs that he 
had tried to persuade the White 
Ho use to keep him o ut o f jail. 
He admitted sending an un­ 
sig ned letter last December to 
fo rmer White Ho use aide J o hn 
J . Caulfield threatening that 
“ ev ery tree in the fo rest will 
fall, there will be a sco rched 
desert...” 
But he said the threat was 
meant to apply o nly if the Cen­ 
tral Intellig ence Ag ency were 
falsely blamed fo r the Water­ 
g ate wiretapping . 
“ The letter...did no t co ntain 
any messag e requesting any 
co ntact with Caulfield, no r any 
request fo r the White Ho use to 
g et me o ut o f the case, o r o ff 
the case. I in fact so ug ht no 
such co ntact at any time,” 
McCo rd testified. 


McCo rd also co nceded that he 
had deliberately made two tele­ 
pho ne calls to fo reig n em­ 
bassies in Washing to n in an at­ 
tempt to be o v erheard o n g o v ­ 
ernment wiretaps. But he de­ 
nied that this was a plo y to un­ 
dermine the g o v ernment’s case 
ag ainst him. 
McCo rd said he made the 
calls to test the g o v ernment’s 
ho nesty . He was co nv inced his 
o wn telepho ne had been illeg al­ 
ly wiretapped, he said, but be­ 
liev ed the g o v ernment wo uld 
pro bably deny it if asked abo ut 
it in co urt. 
He said he tried to be o v er­ 
heard o n o ther taps o n embassy 
telepho nes to see if the g o v ern­ 
ment wo uld admit o v erhearing 
him there. He said it didn’t. 
News repo rts to day identified 
the embassies as tho se o f Israel 
and Chile. 
McCo rd’s credibility as a wit­ 


ness has been under discussio n 
since last Friday , when he to ld 
the 
Senate 
Waterg ate 
in­ 
v estig ating 
co mmittee 
that 
Caulfield had pressured him 
with o ffers o f ex ecutiv e clemen­ 
cy . 
Caulfield was listed to fo llo w 
McCo rd as a witness at to day ’s 
telev ised hearing s. He has ad­ 
mitted transmitting o ffers o f 
ex ecutiv e clemency to McCo rd, 
but denied that he inv o ked 
President Nix o n’s name in 
do ing it. 
McCo rd said Caulfield to ld 
him the President was aware o f 
the clemency o ffers and wo uld 
be info rmed o f McCo rd’s reac­ 
tio n. The White Ho use has re­ 
peatedly denied that the Presi­ 
dent autho rized clemency o ffers 
to any o ne in the Waterg ate 
case, o r that he was aware o f 
any attempt to co v er up the 
scandal. 


McCo rd to day repeated his 
prev io usly publicized acco unt o f 
ho w he came to believ e that the 
White Ho use was ruthlessly at­ 
tempting to blame the CIA fo r 
the Waterg ate breakin, fo r 
which McCo rd and o thers were 
co nv icted o f burg lary , wiretap­ 
ping and co nspiracy . 


He said he had been to ld 
thro ug h his lawy er, Gerald 
Alch, that o thers wanted him to 
co ntend at his trial that the 
CIA was behind the wiretap­ 
ping and burg lary . 


McCo rd, who retired fro m the 
CIA after 19 y ears o f serv ice, 
refused to g o alo ng , he said. He 
said Alch indicated that the 
CIA’s perso nnel reco rds co uld 
be altered to make it appear 
that McCo rd had been recalled 
to serv ice fo r the Waterg ate o p­ 
eratio n.

At the May 14 meeting o f the Dix o n City Co uncil May ­ 
o r Warren Walder assured a do wnto wn co mmittee asking 
to r a trial bag g ing o f o n-street parking meters that, the 
“ city was willing to do any thing ” to help the business 
co mmunity . 
At Mo nday nig ht’s co uncil sessio n, the first hint was 
dro pped that po ssibly the city fathers were no t so amena- 
ble to g o ing alo ng with the do wnto wn g ro up o n the parking 
trial. 
The first hint o f o ppo sitio n to the plan came in the 
fo rm o f a statement fro m Po lice and Fire Co mmissio ner 
Arthur To fte, that, “ Thing s keep g etting dro pped o n us 
that we hav e to suppo rt.” 
Fo r an ex ample, To fte reminded, “ We hav e a dty - 
o wned cemetery and no w it beg ins to lo o k like we’re g o ing 
to hav e a mauso leum to care fo r.” 
To fte had earlier mentio ned that lease renewals o n 
the Sino w-Beanblo sso m parking lo ts were due and that the 
city was facing a decisio n as to what to do abo ut tho se 
facilities. 
As Finance Co mmissio ner Walter Lo hse po inted o ut, 
“The rev enue fro m parking lo ts alo ne isn’t eno ug h to co v ­ 
er the co st o f buy ing o r renting the lo ts inv o lv ed. We’v e 
been using mo ney fro m the curbside meters to help defray 
the ex penses o n the lo ts.” 
Then he co ntinued, “ I ag ree with Co mmissio ner To fte 
100 per cent. We are frequently being asked to take o n fi­ 
nancial burdens.” 
The May o r pro mpted the remarks by the co mmis­ 
sio ners when he repo rted to the co uncil, that he had met 
with the do wnto wn parking co mmittee and that they 
wo uld pro bably appro ach the Co uncil at the nex t meeting 
with a plan to bag all curbside meters fo r a perio d o f time 
no t to ex ceed six mo nths. 
Walder added, “ I feel that after they make their pro ­ 
po sal, we sho uld table it to wait fo r public reactio n o r al­ 
ternativ e pro po sals. If we take actio n o n the pro po sal and 
appro v e it at o ur seco nd meeting in J une, it co uld g o into 
effect abo ut J uly 1.” 
Lo h se immed iately ask ed 
“ Do es th e pro po sal include 
all cu rb sid e meters? Fo r a time at 
their last v isit to a 
Co u n cil meetin g th ey felt th at th ey 
co uld g et by with just 
First Street an d Hen n ep in Av en u e.” 
Walder ex plained, “ I remember that they did cut 
th eir plans so mewhat when we discussed it here, but since 
that time, o ther merchants hav e asked that all curbside 
meters b e included in the bag g ing .” 
To fte was q u ick to say , 
“ With the Sino w-BeanWo sso m 
lease d u e, we re facin g a d ecisio n o n 
whether to eliminate 
th o se lo ts o r tig h ten o u r b elts.” 
Wald er ag reed . “ That mak es g o o d sense, but I’d hate 
to b e in th is seat 
if we h av e to put up g ates clo sing the Si­ 
n o w-Bean b lo sso m lo ts. 
I mad e th e merchants aware o f 
o u r p ro b lems an d to ld th em 
I th o u g h t 
so me co nsideratio n 
sh o u ld b e g iv en to 
that in their pro po sal.” 
To fte replied, “ We re g etting by no w, but what abo ut 
th at d ay 
in the future when we’ll be pressed to o far? ” 
Wald er co n clu d ed th e d iscu ssio n 
with the remark that 
so me merch an ts h ad su g g ested th e 
city enact a wheel tax . 
“ I am certain ly o p p o sed to th at,” 
he added. Tlien jo k­ 
in g ly remark ed , “We’re n o t g o in g to 
increase any tax es 
We may h ik e so me fees, b u t n o tax es.” 
On e o f b ig g er th o rn s in th e 
city ’s financial side came 
u n d er d iscu ssio n wh en th e may o r 
intro duced two repre­ 
sen tativ es o f firms in terested in 
buy ing the landfill at the 
Green Riv er Ord n an ce Plan t an d 
taking o v er co llectio n o f 
th e city ’s refu se. 
Ken Go o d win , rep resen tin g 
Bro wning -Ferris, tdd the 
Co u n cil th at h is firm was cu rren tly 
ev aluating the Dix o n 
situ atio n . 
“We re a n atio n al firm,” he ex plained. “ In fact we’re 
th e larg est in th e Un ited States. 
We o perate 51 landfills 
an d h an d le refu se p ick u p in 
100 cities. We’re rapidly en­ 
terin g th e field o f recy clin g as 
well as traditio nal so lid 
waste d isp o sal. 
“ I wan t to ease y o ur fears that we want y o ur landfill 
ju st to mak e it a larg e depo sito ry fo > g arbag e. We do n’t 
wan t to turn it into a g arbag e capital. That’s the furthest 
tho ug ht fro m o ur minds. We kno w that lo ng -haul dispo sal 
is no t eco no mically acceptable. We aren’t fig uring to 
d raw so lid wastes 
fro m o ther so urces o n a larg e scale. 
“ In fact, we may want to establish a recy cling facility 
at GROP.

He elabo ­ 
rated o n this thesis in co nv ersatio ns 
with me and with the then Vice Pres­ 
ident o f the United States, Richard 
Nix o n, at the time, bo th Mr. Nix o n 
and I ju dg ed the Chambers pro g no ­ 
sis as deriv ing fro m his pessimistic 
v iew o f the wo rld and his fear o f the 
American su sceptibility to Co mmu ­ 
nist maneu v ering .

URBAN A— Think twice be­ 
fore switching planned corn 
acreage to soybeans, even 
though the planting season is 
later than normal, says Larry 
Simerl, agricultural economist 
at the University of Illinois. 
At this point, prospects for 
good corn prices this fall are 
excellent, Simerl says. And any 
smaller yield from later plant­ 
ing could be more than offset by 
higher prices. 


There are still too many un­ 
certainties to compare the prof­ 
it prospects for corn and soy­ 
beans, states Simerl. The price 
outlook for 1973 soybeans is also 
good. But farmers who prefer 
to spread their risk between 
corn and beans should hesitate 
before changing their original 
cropping plans. 
Anticipated strong demand 
for corn in relation to available 
supplies is reflected in the fu­ 
tures market and in cash prices 
for new crop corn sold under 
contract, observes Simerl. 
In Champaign on May 14 you 
could contract your 1973 crop 
for delivery at $1.57 per bush­ 
el-only 20 cents per bushel less 
than the current cash price. 
Corn on the futures market for 
delivery next May was selling 
near $1.70 per bushel. 


There are several factors re­ 
sponsible for this optimism in 
the corn market, says Simerl. 
Increased corn acreage com­ 
pared to last year is expected to 
be offset, in part, by smaller 
yields from late planting. 
And the domestic demand for 
corn promises to be very strong 
during the year ahead. Farm ­ 
ers will be feeding increased 
numbers of hogs, cattle and 
poultry, states Simerl. 
Foreign demand is also ex­ 
pected to be strong because of 
increased animal feeding—es­ 
pecially in Europe. There have 
also been poor grain harvests in 
South Africa and Australia— 
countries that ordinarily com­ 
pete with the U.S. in world mar­ 
kets. 
Simerl reports that the gov­ 
ernment has sold most of its 
corn. But private supplies are 
substantial. Stocks of corn to­ 
taled 3.3 billion bushels on April 
1. This was two per cent less 
than a year earlier, but 31 per 
cent more than two years ago— 
the year of the corn blight. 
The carryover of corn on Oct. 
1 is forecast at about 875 million 
bushels—down 22 per cent from 
last fall’s 1.1 billion bushels— 
but 31 per cent more than the 
667 
million bushels carried over 
two years ago.

Lowe offers ways to conserve fuel 


The demand for power fuel is 
expected to exceed the supply 
in the near future says Robert 
Lowe, district conservationist 
of the Soil Conservation Service 
assisting the Lee County Soil 
and Water Conservation Dis­ 
trict. Lowe stated this informa­ 
tion was received as a result of 
a recent meeting of USDA 
Emergency Board officials and 
representatives of state gov­ 
ernment in Springfield. 
Lowe pointed out that power 
fuel shortages are staring us in 
the face. We need to think in 
terms of conserving power fuel 
just as we do in conserving our 
soil. Conservation of the natur­ 
al resources, fuel and soil, is es­ 
sential if our present standard 
of living is to be maintained. 
Conservation tillage is an al­ 


ternative which can conserve 
both fuel and soil. A conven­ 
tional tillage system which in­ 
cludes disking cornstalks, 
moldboard plowing, two disk- 
ings for early weed control and 
seedbed preparation, planting, 
one rotary hoe operation, two 
cultivations for weed control, 
and harvest takes approxi­ 
mately 7.6 gallons of gasoline or 
5.5 gallons of diesel fuel per 
acre. 
A zero tillage system includes 
one spraying operation for 
weed control, planting, and 
harvesting which uses approxi­ 
mately 2.5 gallons of gasoline or 
1.8 gallons of diesel fuel per 
acre. 
Zero tillage can save about 
5.1 gallons of gasoline or about 
3.7 gallons of diesel fuel per 


acre. The savings amount to 
1,530 gallons of agasoline or 
1,101 gallons of diesel fuel per 
year on a 300-acre grain farm. 
Take your cost of fuel per gal­ 
lon times the gallons saved, it 
may surprise you. Fuel con­ 
sumption rates used were ob­ 
tained from the University of 
illinois, Agricultural Engineer­ 
ing Department. 
It has been said that the soil 
will take care of us if we will 
take care of the soil. This is 
particularly significant this 
year as we recognize the in­ 
creased pressures placed on the 
land by the increased demand 
for food from domestic and 
overseas sources. It is an ap­ 
propriate time to count our 
blessings, to reflect on our 
stewardship 
responsibilities, 


and to resolve that for the good 
of this and future generations 
we must use the land wisely, 
applying 
the conservation 
practices needed for sustained 
and productive use.

Warns livestock owners of flood related problems 


By RONALD PIER C E 
Lee Co. Asst. Extension Adviser 
Farm operators returning 
livestock to areas once flooded 
can’t predict problems they 
may face—or whether any 
problems will occur. 
So they’ll have to rely on their 
management ability and keep a 
close eye on livestock. Live­ 
stock owners should check 
pastures and lots for dead 
animal carcasses washed on to 
their property by flood waters. 
The carcasses 
should 
be 
disposed of to reduce the 
chance of disease. 
There’s an increased chance 
of 
respiratory 
problems 
developing in swine if hog 
houses and lots are still damp 
and muddy. 
Livestock owners should be 
especially careful if they must 
feed watersoaked or moldy 
feed. 
Molds 
occasionally 
produce toxins that cause 
estrogen 
stimulation. 
And 
estrogen stimulation causes en­ 
larged vulvas and mammary 
glands, prolapse rectums and 
abortions in breeding animals. 
Swine are more susceptible to 
mold toxins than cattle. Ron 
Pierce offers the following 


check-points to hog producers 
considering using moldy corn in 
hog rations: 
1. 
If possible, 
use 
the 
damaged corn in rations for 
older market hogs. They’re less 
susceptible than young pigs. 
And try it on a trial basis with a 
few pigs first. If the appetites of 
the test pigs are okay after two 
weeks, and the animals appear 
normal, it’s probably safe to 
feed the grain to larger num­ 
bers of hogs. 
Especially check for appetite 


loss and reduced growth rate. 
They’re the earliest symptoms 
of mold-toxicity effects. 
2. If the hogs getting moldy 
corn seem okay but don’t eat 
well, dilute the moldy corn by 
mixing in good corn, milo, oats 
or wheat. Mix one part moldy 
corn with three parts No. 2 
corn. 
3. Supplement the ration as 


you usually do, but double­ 
check it to be certain the hogs 
are getting enough vitamin K. 
Moldy corn sometimes causes a 
deficiency in that vitamin. Also 
consider feeding corn free- 
choice, 
and 
hand-feeding 
supplement to keep the hogs 
from 
overeating the sup­ 
plement.

Rev . William Swarbrick is one preach er 
wh o practiced wh at h e preach ed, and in doing 
so, ov ercame a long-time ph obia against 
needles and all th e th ings th at go along with 
donating blood. 
It was back in 1962, th e Rev . Mr. Swar­ 
brick recalled, wh en h e was th en pastor of 
Trinity Lu th eran Ch u rch in Carth age. An 
American Red Cross Bloodmobile was mak­ 
ing its rou nds in th e area and h e u rged h is pa­ 
rish ioners to participate in th e worth y cau se. 
“Not wanting to be a h y pocrite, 1 joined 
in.” th e Rev . Mr. Swarbrick said. 


Since th at time, h e h as donated one gallon 
to th e blood bank and anoth er two pints of 
Grou p A, Rh negativ e blood to indiv idu als. 
Th e pastor of St. Pau l Lu th eran Ch u rch re­ 
lates th e act to Ou r Lord, “wh o sh ed h is blood 
for u s.” He said h e feels a sense of responsi­ 
bility accomplish ed after each v isit and is 
th ankfu l th at h e h as good blood to donate. 
Th e Bloodmobile will be at th e VFW Clu b 
on 111. 38 Th u rsday from 12:30 to 6:30 p.m. Th e 
goal for th e day will be 125 pints of blood. 
Donors are asked to caU th e Red Cross of­ 
fice for an appointment. 


any restrictions on v olu me? Will we be gu aranteed du mp­ 
ing for an approrpiate nu mber of y ears?” 
“We’ll make th ose prov isions in th e contract,” said 
Goodwin. “We don’t want to fill u p th e landfill in a sh ort 
time and leav e. We intend to stay h ere 100 to 150 y ears. ” 
Magdich sh ot back with : “Will y ou pu t restrictions on 
th e sou rce of y ou r refu se? ” 
Goodwin seemed ready for th at one. “It’s u nconstitu ­ 
tional to do so, bu t if y ou want it in th e contract we’ll pu t it 
th ere. Let me assu re y ou th at we’ll giv e gu arantees th at 
we won’t long-h au l garbage from Ch icago and Rockford. 
Ou r operation of th e landfill wou ld ex ceed Env ironmental 
Protection Agency standards. We are sensitiv e to pu blic 
opinion. Ou r stock is pu blicly traded on th e market. And, I 
migh t add in closing, th at y ou will h av e th e adv antage of 
th e best tech nology in th is field th at is av ailable.” 
Marv in Van Welden, owner or Rock Valley Disposal, 
was introdu ced by Jam es Allen, h is attorney . 
Allen, speaking for h is client said, “We h av e already 
su bmitted a proposal to y ou . We wou ld be willing to bid on 
separate items (th e landfill and th e collection), bu t we 
prefer th e package. We’ll make su re th at y ou h av e enou gh 
land and th at y ou are protected.” 
Walder pointed ou t th at th e Cou ncil did not h av e as 
many qu estions for Van Welden becau se h e h ad already 
su bmitted a proposal and th at it was ex tensiv e. Th e Cou n­ 
cil was familiar with th e offer, h e said. 


Commissioner Bu rke, u nder wh ose gu idance th e land­ 
fill and garbage collection are operated, said: “ I don’t 
care if y ou bring in garbage from Bazil, as long as we 
h av e proper land for ou r needs.” 
Bu rke th en said th at a recent stu dy by Willett and 
Hofmann Associates Inc., h ad rev ealed th at in its first two 
y ears of operating th e landfill, th e city h ad u sed 4.7 5 acres 
of grou nd. 
Bu rke th en took a stand: 
“ I’m not opposed to listening to any proposal to bu y 
th e landfill, bu t I am opposed to th e city ’s giv ing u p th e 
refu se collection. It is one of ou r basic and most sensitiv e 
areas. If I’m ov erru led by th e oth er members of th e cou n­ 
cil I’ll h av e to go along, bu t I will still be opposed to it.” 
Walder reminded Bu rke, “Ou r operation of th e gar­ 
bage setu p is a lu x u ry . We’re going to h av e to cu t some 
lu x u ries.” 
Loh se commented, “We mu st decide as a cou ncil 
wh at serv ices we are interested in. We h av e to compare 
ou r costs now to th e proposals. If it’s in ou r best interests 
to sell both operations, we are du ty bou nd to do it.” 
Tofte said, “I th ink we sh ou ld know wh at th ese opera­ 
tions are costing u s, directly and indirectly . We mu st h av e 
an ou tline on ou r costs.” 
Bu rke replied: “ I th ink we h av e a good idea of wh at 
ou r costs are. I feel th e citizens want to leav e it like it is. If 
th ere was dissatisfaction we’d h av e h eard abou t it.”

o f news co py o n Pepito ne, the co ld hard facts o f Jo e’s play ing 
career are written do wn in black and white. He's go tten 150 hits 
o r mo re in a seaso n twice. He’s nev er hit mo re than 21 do ubles. 
Thirty -o ne ho me runs in 1966 but o nly fo ur o ther seaso ns with 
mo re than 20. A to tal o f 100 runs batted in in 1964 but no o ther y ear 
with 90 o r mo re. One y ear o f batting .300 o r better. 
In 11 big league seaso ns, a to tal o f 1281 hits. Do n Kessinger has 
been in the majo rs fo r eight full y ears, and despite batting av ­ 
erages o f .201, .231 and .240, he has amassed 1167 hits in that time. 
Abo ut 100 less than a play er who has been in the big time fo r three 
mo re seaso ns. And y et, little has been written abo ut the batting 
pro wess o f the slick-fielding Cubs’ sho rtsto p. 
Pepi is an o riginal. He might be baseball’s mo st co ntrite o f­ 
fender. His career has been marked by fines, suspensio ns and 
emo tio nal binges and he has nev er quite fulfilled his po tential. 
The Yankees tho ught they had a superstar after a 100-RBI sea­ 
so n in 1964 but it was do wnhill fro m there. 
He was finally dealt to Ho usto n after being heav ily fined and 
suspended in 1969. Pepito ne dro v e Harry Walker crazy in Ho usto n, 
and v ice v ersa. He was suspended by the Astro s and was finally 
claimed by the Cubs o n waiv ers. 
The rest o f 1970 and during 1971 Pepito ne was o ften in the head­ 
lines fo r his clutch hitting. “ It may co me as a surprise to so me 
peo ple,” Cubs’ v ice president Jo hn Ho lland say s, “ but Pepito ne is 
the best clutch-hiter we hav e.” 
But why put the kno ck o n Pepito ne? He has majo r league 
ability o r he wo uld no t hav e stay ed in the big leagues fo r so 
lo ng. May be he has nev er play ed up to his po tential but why 
wo rry abo ut that? May be so meday he will regret wasting a tal­ 
ent that few perso ns are blessed with. 
This spring, Pepi was o ne o f the hardest wo rkers in the training 
camp. And co incidentally , o ne o f the best hitters. He said his atti­ 
tude had changed. May be it had. He was batting .267 in 31 games 
fo r the Cute so far this seaso n and had driv en in 18 runs. 
So me peo ple hav e undo ubtedly reaso ned the deal was made be­ 
cause o f Pepi’s “ retirement” last seaso n. Whitey Lo ckman, Cubs’ 
manager, nix es that idea. Perhaps the main reaso n was fo r two 
purpo ses. 
One was the man they go t in return fo r Pepito ne. Andy 
Tho rnto n is a 23-y ear-o ld right-handed hitting first baseman. 
Altho ugh batting o nly .160 fo r Richmo nd in the Internatio nal 
League this y ear, Tho rnto n has been kno wn fo r his ho me run 
ex plo its in mino r leagues. He crashed 26 ho mers fo r Reading 
in the AA Eastern League in 1971 while batting .267. 
Tho rnto n has been transferred to the Cubs’ AAA affiliate in 
Wichita. And this is what I co nsider the crux o f the deal. The Wichi­ 
ta first baseman had been Pat Bo urque, who was the mo st v aluable 
play er in the American Asso ciatio n last seaso n. This time aro und, 
Bo urque was leading the circuit in ho me runs and runs batted in 
while batting aro und .350. 
What mo re do es Bo urque hav e to pro v e? Co nsidered the best o f 
the bunch last seaso n and hav ing a tremendo us seaso n so far, why 
leav e him in the mino rs? Certainly he will no t tear up the Natio nal 
League as easily as he did the mino rs but why no t giv e him a 
chance to pro v e what he can do in the majo rs? 
Leo Duro cher wo uld hav e let Bo urque stay in Wichita all 
summer o r if he did bring him up, he wo uld let him sit o n the 
bench. Lo ckman believ es in elev ating play ers o f majo r-league 
caliber to the Cubs. A play er will o nly get disco uraged and de­ 
pressed if he is the best in the league and he do es no t adv ance in 
the o rganizatio n. 
So , in reality , the Cubs replaced a 32-y ear-o ld first baseman 
with a y o unger play er with untapped po tential. Thro wn in the deal 
was Tho rnto n, a play er who might o ne day be a member o f the Cute 
o r po ssibly co uld be used in o btaining ano ther pro spect. 
In 1971, a Shea Stadium banner stated, “ Rub a Dub Dub, Same 
Old Cute.” Ev ery y ear a baseball play er ages. It’s time fo r the 
Cute to inject so me y o uth into the lineup alo ng with the ex perience. 
The o lder play ers hav e no t wo n a pennant despite their pro mise. 
May be the blend o f y o uth and ex perience will be the answer.

all at the same time while pre­ 
paring the packaged meal. In a 
way, it was more work than 
mix ing my own salad dressing, 
appetizers and soup. 
To provide the four people to 
eat the four servings for which 
most recipes are written my 
husband, and I invited another 
couple to join us. 
The menu: cheese puff ap­ 
petizers, potato soup, lettuce 
salad with Thousand Island 
dressing, 
beef 
stroganoff, 
mashed potatoes, broccoli with 
cheese 
sauce, 
biscuits, 
brownies and coffee. 
The cost for the packaged 
meal was $9.22. Most of it was 
discarded as waste cardboard 
and tin foil. From scratch, us­ 
ing butter and fresh vegetables 
and meat, the meal cost $5.81. 
The project was inspired by a 
local newspaper item written 
during this spring’s meat boy­ 
cott. It noted that a check of 
neighborhood grocery stores 
showed that sales of TV dinners 
and other heat-and-eat foods 
swung upward as meat sales 
fell off. 
“What happened,” the article 
asked plaintively, “to home­ 
made chicken soup swimming 
with noodles?” 
The menu included more 
starch than nutritionists might 
advise, but packaged food tends 
to be starchy and I based the 
menu on what could be found 
packaged. 
All the food was bought at 
the local Jewel Tea Co. super­ 
market where I ordinarily shop 
and, to my knowledge, none of 
the food was on sale that day. 
The frozen beef stroganoff, 
$1.09 for an individual 8 ounce 


serving, probably contained no 
more than four ounces of beef, 
according to a butcher in the 
meat department. Actually, it 
looked like even less on the 
plate and contained quite a bit 
of gristle. 
Twelve frozen cheese puff 
pastry appetizers, which I ap­ 
prox imated with 15 cents worth 
of processed cheese, butter and 
flour from a “Joy of Cooking” 
recipe, cost 99 cents. 
“I don’t know where they 
found cheese that heavy,” my 
husband said, lobbing the lump 
from one hand to the other. 
The broccoli in the little plas­ 
tic pouches wasn’t bad. But the 
cost, 46 cents each for two 
packages, compared with 35 
cents for a pound of fresh broc­ 
coli covered with 
19 cents 
worth of cheese sauce. 
Unlike the 
home-cooked 
meal, which left us all full 
nearly to discomfort, the pack­ 
aged meal seemed to be mainly 
filler. The mashed potatoes had 
the consistency of wallpaper 
paste and sat like a rock in my 
stomach. 
A consumer advocate’s night­ 
mare, they were little more 
than a powder which still had 
to be mix ed with milk and but­ 
ter. 
After the second meal, we all 
agreed the difference in flavor 
was well worth the three hours 
spent in preparation. 
But I’m a working woman, 
and the savings, which worked 
out to about $1.50 per hour, 
would not justify the time were 
it not for the quality.
